Lf 
kep, in a cool place, they do not de 
teriorate rapidly, but if they are ex 
posed to the air they will rather soon 
grow rancid because of the ofl in them 
They. aiso lose moisture and with it 
some of their flavor, so between the 
two effects may be much less palatable 
than a freshly cracked aut. Of course 
they must be protected from dust. 

it is always best to clean these nut 
meats in some way as they may have 
dirt on their surfaces that will not 
improve the flavor of anything they 
are used with.

All nuts are more wholesome tf the 
skins are ru bed off as it is generally 
from the meat of the peanut.

* Chestnat Purees. 

A chestnut puree may be seasoned 
and used as a vegetable, thinned with 
milk, and used as a soup or cooked in 
a sirup for a dessert not unlike th» 
famous merron glace or frozen milk 
with cream es in Nesselrode pudding. 
First roast the chestnuts and remove 
the brown skin from the meats, since 
tt greatly discolors a puree. By 


rinsing with cold, and then allowing 
them to get quite dry, they will usually 
shrink enough so that the skin may te 
removed, but there seems to be no in- 
fallible method of removing this skin. 
To make a puree, boil the skinned 
meats unti] they are tender, and then 
sieve. For a dessert 
of sugar and water together, add douw- 
ble the emount of the sieved chest- 
nuts, and cook gently for fifteen min- 
Utes, then add a little vanilla. This 
ean be cooked until the sirup seems to 
be all absorbed. When it is to be used 
as a dessert instead of candy, a little 
lemon juice and powdered sugar may 
be used over it instead of flavoring it 
with vanilla, as for the imitation mar-
